It will be ore for 
nothing lees than the manufacture of 
elk out of Wood pulp. Quixotic as the 
idea seems, it Das al y been establish- 
ed that eilk, or rather, artificial silk, can 
he so made; that it can be for the 
many purposes for which natural silk is 
used, and others besides; that it is es 
pecial'y suitable for working Up with 
natural silk, cotten or wool for dress ma- 
terial, ribbons, trimming, dress decora- 
tions, vestments, etc; that the artiicia. 
silk can searcely be distingnished from 
that from which we have hitherto ée- 
pended on the silkworm, and that it can 
he sold at prices very mach lower, and 
stil] have a eubdstantiai profit. Dress and 
other fabrics made from this wood silk 
are, indeed, already being sold exten- 
sively in London, as amorg the leading 
features of thie season’s Paris novelties; 
though tha appearance of them 13 £0 
close to that of the ordinary silks, and so 
‘ittle has been aaid of the new discovery, 
tbat neither the ladies who have bought 


have sold them have realized the change 
that has been brought about in the pro- 
cess of manufacture.
